HINDOO. DELUSIONS. 

Extract from the Journal of Mr. Bowley, 
Missionary et Chunar, in India, in 1818. 
Early cne morning, a Blacksmith made 
his appearance under a Banian Tree, pre- 
tending that he was inspired by the God- 
dess Dabee. I accompanied several oth- 
ers to the spot ; and found a great crowd 
round the man, with a Brahmin laying in- 
cense before him. Onmy speaking a few 
words, the Brahmin and others began to 
speak highly in his praise. I told them 
that several of them seemed to have com- 
bined together ; and to have contrived this 
scheme to deceive the people, in order te 
extort money from them; and that if the 
pretender was found oat in it, he would be 
put into the stocks. On hearing this, the 
man ceased from shaking his hands and 
moving his head. ‘The officiating Brah- 
min tried to keep up hisspirits; but with-

Within 
the last month, several people of this de- 
scription have pretended to be inspired by 
the goddess ; and have drawn hundreds 
and thousands to worship, and make obla- 
tions to them: and what is more strange, 
the pretenders have been of the meanest 
castes. The most notorious of all is a 
Cotton Garder, about eighteen miles from 
this place, in the Hills; who has ten ora 
dozen officiating Brahmins. Many hun- 
dreds, especially women, go daily from 
Chunar, with offerings. 

My Copyist was met by a Devotee ; who 
on observing bim pass without paying the 
customary honor on such occasions, ac- 
costed him thus: “Pray don’t you know 
who I am?” “Yes: Muha Raj [Great 
Prince, er Sit,] [know you are such an 
one”—* Pray,” said the other, ‘don’t you 
see my badge 2” “Yes, Sir: I see you 
have ropes,” meaning his jetted hair, 
‘¢ about your head ; and blacking,” mean- 
ing the ashes, “on your face.” This 
fired the Devotee, whosaid, ‘I shall con- 
sume you in an instant: don’t you know to 
whom youare talking?’ He said that he 
should be destroyed during the night ; 
when his Disciples prostrated themselves 
at his feet, entreating him to forbear his 
wrath, and te compassionate the man. 

One day, a **Mounto,” or Taciturnity 
Devotee, who had made a vownot to speak, 
having his left hand stretched above his 
head, came to my house. He made signs, 
in reply to whatever questions were put to 
him. Seeing him little concerned for his 
soul, I told him, that, by such penance, he 
was only tormenting himself before the 
time; and that he would nevertheless 
have to answer for his sins ; and that, by 
sueh acts, he would be found the greater 
sinner, as his conduct indicated. that God 
was an austere master, and delighted in the 
afflictions of hiscreatures. But the poor 
man seemed quite unconcerned. He, no 
doubt, makes out a sufficient livelihood by 
this scheme. I seldom or ever meet an 
ascetic who is really sincere in his profes- 
sion ; but, on the centrary, the general run 
of this class of people, seem all for the 
belly, as if there were nothing. beyond 
this life. ~ [London Miss.

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SCHOOLS IN IRELAND. 


In the summer of Jast year, Mr. Steven 
undertook, at the request of the Committee 
of the Hibernian Society, to visit the So- 
ciety’s Schools, and to endeavor to excite 








a more general interest in its favor. The 
Report which he made on his return bears 
a strong testimony to the orderand effi- 
ciency ef the plans in operation. We 
shall extract a few passages :-— 

“My feelings, on sittidg down in the 
midst of a hundred or more poor children, 
chiefly of Catholic Parents, some of them 
almost naked, with interesting and intelli- 
gent countenances, reading and repeating 
portions of the Sacred Scriptures—were, 
indeed, more than I can express. These 
are destined by Divine Providence to be 
the Fathers and Mothers of the next gen- 
eration: how important is it, then, that 
theirninds be freed from the fetters of su- 
perstition ; and that they be instructed in 
their duty to their parents and neighbors— 
to fear God, and honor the King ! 

The regulation of the Society, which 
obliges ali the Scholars in the senior spell- 
ing-class to commit to memory, in each 
quarter, the four pages of the Scripture 
Lessons in the Spelling Book ; those in the 
Spelling-Book reader’s class, six pages ; 
and in the Testament-class, from four to 
six Chapters—was not only generally com- 
plied with, but in numerous instances great- 
ly exceeded. Many could repeat whole 
Gospels and Epistles. One child was able 
to repeat the whole of the Epistles to the 
Romans, Corinthians, Galatians, Ephesians, 
Phillippians, and Colossians ; and a little 
Girl in one of cur Female Schools, in her 
third quarter, not in the Testament-class, 
and consequently not obliged to repeat 
more than six pages of the lessons, had, of 
her own accord, committed to memery 106 
Psalms and Chapters in the Old Testa- 
ment, and 60 Chapters in the New. 

The benefit resulting to the parents and 
neighbors, from the children carrying 
bome their Testaments and Bibles, is incal- 
culably great. In this way, the Word of 
God has been introduced into thousands of 
cabins. The necessity of the parents 

earing the children repeat their tasks, 
brings them, it may be at first unwillingly, 


It gives us pleasure to inform you that 
our Schools, without almost a single ex- 
(Ception, continue to prosper. In several 
of them, however, the daily attendance 
has been affected by the Epidemic Chole- 
ra, which continues te make awful work 
among us. Its ravages extend to all class- 
es of inhabitants, the old and the young are 
taken off by this dreadful visitation of 
Providence. 

Our printing concerns are going on well. 
The book of Psalms, in Cingalese, is near- 
ly finished. The second edition of the 
New Testament, in Cingalese, is advanced 
as far as the Acts of the Apostles ; and the 
quarto edition of the book of Common 
Prayer, which is printing on behalf of his 
Lordship the Bishop of @alcutta, and the 
Archdeacon of Colombo, is advanced as far 
as the service for the week before Easter. 
Several little things have been completed 
last month, such as Mr. Fox’s Dictionary, 
in the Portuguese, Cingalese, and English 
languages; his Primciro Ensinos, in Por- 
taguese ; and the gospel of St. Matthew, 
in Portuguese, as far as the 12th chapter. 

Thus, dear brethren, by the united ef- 
forts of our presses,our various translations, 
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ing state, and taeir good effects begin to 
appear in all places. By an accession of 
native help, | hope during the next quar- 
ter to see great things ; and when | can ac- 
complish my plan ef having a sermon in 
each of them almost every Sabbath-day, I 
hope to be able to collect together in more 
intimate communion the few who fear God 
in the different places. 


Extract of a Letter from Mr. M’Kewny dat- 
ed Galle, April 1, 1819. 

On the 16th of last month, ournew school, 
in the village of Dadala, was opened. The 
importance of this village is well known, 
which is so celebrated for its famous tem- 
ple and Budhist establishment.

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METHODIST MISSIONS. 


From the London Methodist Magazine. 
CEYLON. 


April 5, 1819. 
On this station we now preach to about 


for some time past they have been greatly 
on the increase. All our congregations in 
the Mission House are improving in a ve- 
ry pleasing manner. On Sunday morn- 
ing, at seven o’clock, in English, we nev- 
er could anticipate a large number: in 
fact, the service was designed chiefly for, 
the benefit of oar own family. However, 
we have now avery pretty company that 
regularly attend. Our Cingalese congre- 
gation, at 10 o’clock in the forenoon, con- 
tinues steady and attentive. During the 
last quarter we have opened severel new 
places for preaching the word, which pro- 
mise well. There are large and attentive 
native congregations. Indeed we have not 
very sanguine hopes of ever doing much, 
even on this station, in English, and on this 
account we endeavor to bend our whole at- 
tention to Cingalese, not omifting Portu- 
guese. In the former of these we are 
greatly assisted by the young men whom 
God has mercifully raised up to our help, 
and who are labering (on the Sundays 
principally) with all theirmight. | And our 
country congregation, some of which are 
seven, eight,& nine miles fromColombo,are 
as regularly supplied by preaching as any 
circuit in England. Their efforts are eol- 
lecting people from all quarters to the reg- 
ular worship ef God ; and our schools fur- 
nish us with charming little chapels. We 
are now witnessing on this station what, 
perhaps, five years before, would have 
been considered an impossibility,—large 
and attentive congregations of natives, as- 
sembling in the evenings for the purpose of 
hearing the word of life, and this not in 
the tewn of Colombo, but in the country, 
and from among the jungle. We visit 
these pleces as often as we can, but the 
principal part of the work is done by our 
young men; and we feel owr minds the 
less uneasy at this, knowing what spirit 
they are of —knowing they live in the en- 
joyment of the life and power of religion. 
God appears to own. and bless their labors 
in many places in a remarkable manner. — 
We have lately hada considerable revi- 
val among the soldiers, in the Fort. The 
congregations are crowded. Several have 
been truly awakened, and have begun to 
meet in ys Ang and are seeking, with man

In the early part of my labors here, | 
met with a common circumstance, a varie- 
ty of difficulties ; but I considered my field 
and was not astonished, and was chiefly 
supported by the assurance that my labors 
would not ultimately be in vain in the Lord. 
i saw no immediate fruit, but the land was 
untilled. I sowed light, and it spread light 
in darkness, and was assured that the ~ 
rations of light and darkness would differ. 
The event justifies such anticipation ! 
‘What must I do to be saved,” is now an 
inquiry ; and we have now in Caltura a lit- 
tle company of fifteen, who give us reason 
to believe they are earnestly fleeing from 
the wrath tocome. Our Portuguese con- 
gregation, which astembles at the Govern- 
ment House, increases, and the place is too 
strait for us, and the abundance of the 
br2ad of life has not been bestowed upon 
them in vain. Our second congregation is 
at Caltura, which is of later date, and as- 
sembles in one of our schools, about three 
quarters of a mile from the former place, 
and the service is in the Cingalese lan- 
guage. The congregation is pleasingly at- 
tentive, and increases in number ; and here 
too we have proof that our labor wiil not 
be in vain: , 

Our school at Caltura, in the Mission 
Garden, is one of the most interesting kind, 
and will doubtless send into the world chil- 
dren that love and fear God. It contains 
now about seventy children, Protestant,

Extract of a Letter from Mr. Baxer, dated 
Sierra Leone, Nov. 9th, 1819. 

I can assure mv dear fathers, notwith- 
standing these trying dispensations of Pro- 
vidence, I feel happy in®my work, aad 
am satisfied | am in my _ providential 
place. The Lord makes me happy by the 
continual manifestations of his favor, and 
many of these dear people make me hap- 
py by their unblamable life and conversa- 
tion. Glory be to God, unworthy as I am 
of such an honor, he is pleased to make me 
useful. Here in town I have some time 


since had to cut off some whose lives were 
inconsistent with their profession, and who 
I believe have been a stumbling-block to 


others; but lately the Lord has been re- 
viving his work in the society, and gather- 
ing in seme from the Heathen. He was 
pleased to bless to many souls the last two 
or three sermons | preached before my late 
sickness. O for more strength to preach 
his word! I bless God I can say I only wish 
for life to spend in publishing the sinner’s 
Friend. He is my all and in all, “In toil 
my rest, my ease in pain.” 

My late dear colleague and myself laid 
itdown as arule from the first, never to 
flinch from any point of discipline, or suffer 
those, in any place, whom we had reason 
to fear were deceiving themselves, to go 
to hell quietly ; this made us use the plain- 


lestand most faithful dealing we could with 


such characters; and now, thank God, the 
iacorrigible have been all, or we trust 
nearly all, discovered. The members have 
for some time past been growing in grace. 
Many flock to hear the Word of God, and 
itgrieves me to see the want of room to 
accommodate them. 1am certain the cha- 
pel, though much the largest in tewn, is 
net half large enough to contain the peo- 
ple who wish to attend. ‘The place is 
crowded to suffocation: I am obliged, as 
soon as I get home after every sermon, fo 
change every thing I have on, even to my 
coat. 

The Governor is going in a few days to 
the river Gambia, to form a settlement 
higher up, perhaps 200 miles or more from 
St. Mary’s. Should this succeed there 
would certainly, be a fine opening for the 
exertions of a faithfal missionary. ‘This 
station will be about 14 degrees north iat. 
and consequently much healthier than Si- 
erra Leone. 5 

Protected by the countenance of the 
British Government, the missionaries might 
proceed much further up, if needful; and 
I bave no doubt, would he usefyl. I must 
say, that l always think ifa minister of the 
gospel is faithful, God will in some way or 
other, make him useful: and though the 
first missionary to that place might not live 
to see fruit of his labor, yet it would doubt- 
less appear after many days.

Society, which we likewise very much 
wanted. Having now every thing of the 
kind necessary, we go on well. We have 
at present in this School, about 45 boys 
und 70 girls. ‘Twenty-two of them read 
the Dible; thirty-two the Testament. 
Each Sunday before we close the meeting, 
we teach them: to repeat a part of Mr. 
Wood’s Catechism. We begin and con- 
clude with singing and prayer, and some of 
the children sing tolerably well. Mest of 
these children arte colored or black : some 
of them slaves; but the greater part free. 
Many of them have great facility in com- 
mitting to memory passages, and even 
whole chapters of Scripture. A little time 
ago, nearly all the boys and girls of the Bi- 
ble classes, repeated to me from memory, 
and with great clearness, the 40th chapter 
of Isaiah: aud those, of the New Testa- 
ment classes, the 13th chapter of 1 Cor. 
On the estates in the country, we teach 
the children a concise and plain catechism 
and hear them repeat the Lord’s prayer: 
I bless God, we are both in tolerabie health} 
at present, though | have but just recover- | 
ed from a yiolent fit of sickness. I dcecept- 
ed from a gentleman, aminvitation into the 
country, for a change @f air, where having 
every kindness shewn me, { was s0on ena- 
bled to resume part of my labors. I now 
again take the whole. 


Extract of a Letter from Mr..Btxnina, dated 
Spanish Town, Jamaica, Oct..22, 1819. 
Our prospects here, all things consider- 

ed, are gratifying. The people, many of 

them, are much alive to God, and thirst 
for the fulness of the gospel of Christ. 

Our dear departed friend, Mr. Adams, has 

been a great blessing to this place. He 

has left a precious saveur of that religion, 
in the full triumph of which he died, on 
the minds of the people. Since our quar- 
terly visitation, a few have begun to meet 
on trial, and there is the prospect of more | 

inashorttime. I have twice visited a vil- 

lage, the distance of s¢ven miles from Span- 

ish ‘l'own, and met with great encourage- 
ment; and were it ia my power to do it 
regularly, have no doubt but considerable 

good would be done. . 
Our congregations are good, respecta- 

ble, and deeply attentive ; 1 enjoy much 

comfort in dispensing to them the bread of 
life, and find an increasing desire for their 
welfare. Yes, blessed be God, my heart 
is enlarged towards them, and I am fre- 
quently constrained to cry,

THe Prespytertan Cuurcn, during the last 
year, delivered at Philadelphia, May,1820.

one fifth of missionary service must be dis- 
tributed this year than was the last. They 
regret that the plan proposed by the last 
Assembly for the formation of societies 
auxiliary to the Beard-has operated ina 
manner very different from what was con- 
templated ; and they earnestly exhort the 
Presbyteries which have taken this auxili- 
ary form to use their most assiduous efforts 
that the collections for the general fund ef 
the Board shall not be impaired by that ar- 
rangement. 

We now turn to a subject which awakes 
the liveliest emotion in every Christian 
bosom, the subject of religious revivals. 
If religion be, as it doubtless is, the high- 
est interest and best happiness of man, the 
extension of its influence and the augmen- 
tation of its power must constitute the most 
invalaable ofall human blessings. The 
enemy of genuine revivals of religion can- 
not be the friend of man, and has little 
reason to account himself the child of God. 
It is with gratitude and heart-felt joy 
the Assembly are enabled to declare that 
on this subject the past has been a year of 
signal and almost unprecedented mercy. 
So extensive indeed, is the general region, 
and so multiplied the peculiar spots in it, 
which have felt this blessing that we are 
at a loss to particularize. Between seven- 
ty and eighty Charches are mentioned in- 
dividually in the reports of their respec- 
tive -Presbyteries as having been visited 
with special seasons of refreshing from the 
presende of God. ‘The most copious of 
these effusions of the spirit have been ex- 

erienced within the bounds of the Pres- 
‘byteries Of Onondaga, Oneida, Otsego, 
Albany, North River, Hudson, Jersey and 
Grand river. Of the congregations with- 
in these portions of theChurch those which 
appear to have been the most eminently

General Convention o Protestant Episcopal 
Church held in Philadelphia, iast May. Its offi- 
cers are a President, Vice-President, two Secre- 
taries, and a Treasurer, beside a Board of twen- 
ty-four Managers. The presiding Bishop of the 
Church is President ex-officio, and the next se- 
nior Bishop, Vice-President. Measures are to 
taken to establish Auxiliary Societies ; of which 
the Bishops in their respective Dioceses are to 
be Pré¥idents. Three dollars annual subscrip- 
tion, constitutes a member; fifty dollars, a patron. 
The monies contributed, may be appropriated 
either to Foreign or Domestic Missions, according 
to the intention of the donor. No missionary of 
the Society is to be employed within the bounds 
of any organized Diocess, except with the con- 
sent and approbation and under the direction of 
the Bishop. 
The Theological Seminary of the Episcopal 
Church was removed by vote of the late Con- 
vention, from New-York to New-Haven.

The Report read before the Episcopal Conven- 
tien on the state of that church, contains an ac-

A missionary spirit increases. Several graduates 
have been successfully employed as domestie mis- 
sionaries, and one has gone to the Osage Indians. 

Societies and individuals have contributed for 
the support of necessitous students $2612, besides 
clothes and bedding ; and 138 volumes & 37 pam- 
phiets, have been added to the library.

PARENTAL PIETY.

Agreeably to a vote of this Society, the sum of 
one hundred pounds was, in Sept. last, remitted 
to the Society in London fer evangelizing the 
Jews, to aid in the translation of the New-Testa- 
ment into Hebrew; for this a letter of thanks 
was received some weeks since, by our Corres- 
ponding Secretary from the Rev. C. S. Hawtrey. 
In March, the sum of one hundréd dollars was 
transmitted by the Secretary of the Board of Fo- 
reign Missions, tothe American Missionaries in 
Bombay, to be appropriated towards the support 
of the Jewish school in that-place. No particu- 
lar information relative to its situation has been 
recently obtained, but a circumstantial state- 
ment of the number and progress of the children 
educating there, is momently expected. Since 
the last. annual meeting, a Society’s library, 
which was then only in contemplation, has been 
opened, anda librarian appointed, and supplied 
with customary regulations ; it has just been en- 
larged by a valuable donation of Looks and pam- 
phiets from the London Society. 

In a will, left by the late Mrs. Sparhawk, of 
Boston, is the following item: ‘I give and be- 
queath to the Society for the educatien of Jew- 





interest of which is to be appropriated to the pur- 
poses of the Society.” Little doubt is entertain- 
ed that the above donation was intended for this 
institution, and your Committee cannot but che- 
rish the hope that eventually it will be added to 

its funds. 
By the eleventh Report of the London Society 
for the conversion of the Jews, we are happy to 
find that noble institution doing well ; its finan- 
ces improving, and its auxiliaries increasing, not 
only in different parts of England, but in Scot- 
land and Ireland. The Rev. B. Solomon has 
been appointed a missionary to the Jews in Po- 
land, the Jewish population of which place is 
stated to be ** so very numerous that they almost 
seem possessors of the country, while the natives 
Poles appear among them as the strangers and 
proselytes of ancient Judea.” The before-men- 
tioned Rev. gentleman adds, “that the prejudi- 
ces against the very name of Jesus Christ, which 
have so long darkened theiz minds, and have 
been a bar against all enquiry. and reasoning, are 
now marvellously dispersed, and they are iuclia-; 
ed, and even desirous, to speak about the Chris- 
tian religion, with every possible freedom: the 
Hebrew Testament was received by them with 
great avidity.’ The London Society express 
themselves deeply impressed with the necessity 
of attending particularly to the religious instruc- 
tions of Jewish youth, and also of circulating the 
Scriptures as widely as possible, not only in the 
Biblical, but German Hebrew language ; of the 
former a stereotype edition hus been completed 
at a great expense, and one of the latter is in 
preparation. 
Dr. Pinkerton, who has recently made a second 
tour through Poland, observes, that the *' Nation 
of the Jews is not to be neglected inthis time to 
favour all nations, They have not remained in- 
attentive observers of the signs of the times, nor 
are the intelligent and thinking part of them un- 
acquainied with the conflicts which Christianity 
bas sustained, and the conquests which she has 
eyed ever ber mummerous and powerful enemies.
